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Pinnacle project will proceed despite court ruling

Pinnacle Aeropark is again slated to move ahead in 
Romulus, despite the setback from the Michigan Supreme 
Court this summer, according to Wayne County Executive 
Robert Ficano. 

“The Pinnacle project is one of our economic priori¬ 
ties,” said Ficano. “We are looking to put the infrastruc¬ 
ture in within the next year. We are currently in talks with 
some developers and we are still looking to make 
Pinnacle a mixed use and research and development 
facility.” 

In a landmark decision, the Michigan Supreme Court 
recently overturned the 1981 Poletown decision, which 
gave Michigan governments the power to use eminent 
domain laws to take property for development projects 
without the consent of landowners. 

At the heart of the case was Ed Hatchcock, a member 
of the Romulus Planning Commission and the owner of 
Gem Products, but for him the case has taken away more 
than it has given in return. 

Hatchcock’s business is located in Vining Road,

wedged between Eureka and Pennsylvania roads. 
According to Hatchcock, more than 6 years ago, Wayne 
County officials came to him and offered to buy his land, 
but at a price less than the market value. 

Wayne County attempted to acquire the land for the 
Pinnacle Aeropark project in Romulus and a small por¬ 
tion of Huron Township. The project would have created 
30,000 jobs and generated $350 million a year in taxes, 
according to Wayne County officials. 

“When they first came in here looking to buy the land, 
some people thought it was a good deal and did if” he 
said. “But others of us decided that it wasn’t worth it and 
said ‘no’ and that is when the problems began.” 

More than 200 landowners occupied the 1,300 acre site. 


The county relied on the 1981 Poletown decision to 
condemn the property of the landowners that would not 
sell. 

“In other words, if the county decided that they thought 
my land could be used in a better way, they had the right to 
come in and condemn it without my consent,” said 
Hatchcock. “I am sorry, but I know better than that There 
was no way I was going to let them come in and take my 
land away from me.” 

The 200 landowners in the area have since dwindled 
down to five holdouts, Hatchcock- the only business 
owner-and four landowners with homes on their proper¬ 
ties. 

Although Hatchcock has no intention of selling his 
property to make room for the Pinnacle project he does 
not object to it 

“I think a project like this would give a new face to the 
south side of the airport,” said Hatchcock. ‘The face of 
this community is bleak and there is nothing grand here. 
When people land at the airport they don’t see anything. I 
think that needs to change.”

Students prepare for mock elections

Romulus schools spokesper¬ 
son Dick Kruse said that 
Stabenow made it easy for the 
students to understand her com¬ 
plicated job. 


“Stabenow really did an 
excellent job of breaking down 
the electoral process for the stu¬ 
dents,” said Kruse. “She spoke 
to the students at their level and 
encouraged them to get involved 
at the local level by helping 
place yard signs and passing out 
flyers for their preferred candi¬ 
date.” 

The visit could not have 
come at a better time for the stu¬ 
dents with just a week to go until 
their mock election, said 
Kimbrough. 

“By timing all of this right 
around the election, it allowed 
us to teach the students about 
the process and at the same 
time give them a chance to expe¬ 
rience it first hand with our 
mock elections,” said 
Kimbrough. 


War of words rages over 
fate of state gambling

Citizens across the state will 
vote on what face gambling in 
Michigan will take in the future 
when they decide on Proposal 1 
this Tuesday. 

The proposal would amend 
the State Constitution to read, 
“The legislature may authorize 
lotteries and permit the sale of 
lottery tickets in the manner pro¬ 
vided by law. No law enacted 
after January 1, 2004 that autho¬ 
rizes any form of gambling shall 
be effective, nor after January 1, 
2004, shall any new state Lottery 
games utilizing table games or 
player operated mechanical or 
electronic devices be established 
without the approval of a majori¬ 
ty of electors voting in a 
statewide general election and a 


majority of electors voting in the 
township or city where the gam¬ 
bling will take place. This section 
shall not apply to gambling in up 
to three casinos in the City of 
Detroit or to Indian gaming.” 

That two-sentence alteration 
has pitted one form of the gam¬ 
bling industry against another, 
with citizens settled into the posi¬ 
tion of referee. Roger Martin, 
spokesperson for Let Voters 
Decide—Yes on Proposal 1, is 
upfront about who pays the bills. 
The group’s funding is primarily 
provided by three of the casinos 
within the state. 

Equally as candid is Kelly 
Rossman-McKinney, spokesper¬ 
son for NO CasiNO MoNOpolies— 
Vote NO on Proposal 1. She said 
the group receives some funding

Youth club finds new home

Club Triune has found a new 
home, after all. 

The group, which seeks to 
offer alternative, Christian-based 
entertainment to youth will move 
into Westland next week at the 
Genesis Center for Performing 
Arts.

They 
had their sites set on a location 
in downtown Plymouth, but that 
didn’t work out, either, Keith 
said. 
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Senior Alliance requests additional munisnpal funding

With their immediate future 
guaranteed and a repayment plan 
approved, officials at The Senior 
Alliance (TSA) turned their atten¬ 
tion to their most immediate goal 
last week: to repay $550,000 owed 
to Wayne County. 

Bob Brown, interim executive 
director at TSA, sent out a letter to 
officials of all 34 communities 
served by the alliance to request 
additional funding. 

The letter went out with an 
invoice for funds to cover the local 
match requirements of the fiscal 
year 2005, as well as an additional 
assessment per community to 
cover the debt repayment plan, 
Brown said. 

‘This assessment, equal to the 


local match, will be used solely for 
the purpose of debt reduction to 
the Wayne County Nutrition pro¬ 
gram,” Brown wrote. 

It essentially asks communities 
to double their yearly payment to 
the organization in an attempt to 
get it back on its feet 

The issue came to light recently, 
during a state audit of the organi¬ 
zation’s financial records, accord¬ 
ing to Brown. It showed that the 
group “declined to make payments 
to Wayne County” during the 2001- 
03 time frame for administering 
the Meals on Wheels program. 
Brown said it was an effort to 
maintain the level of services pro¬ 
vided by the organization, despite 
dwindling funding. 

The debt increased under the 
last director of the organization, 
Michael Simowski. Both he and

the group’s financial controller, 
Patrick Dexter, resigned last 
month. 

The request was met with con¬ 
cern in some local municipalities, 
many of which are dealing with 
funding situations, on their own. 
Members of the Wayne City 
Council received and filed the let¬ 
ter at their regular meeting last 
week. 

“I think we need some addition¬ 


al information,” said City Manager 
John Zech. He said staff would 
look at the request and the repay¬ 
ment plan before they brought it 
back to the city council to approve 
or reject 

Members of the Northville 
Township Board of Trustees had a 
similar response last Thursday. 
The board unanimously approved 
the regular yearly expense to the 
alliance, but postponed any addi¬ 
tional expenditures. 

“I’d like to hear a little more,” 
said Clerk Sue Hillebrand. “I’m a 
little leery of just handing over the 
money, just because they made a 
mistake.” 

The Senior Alliance is a regis¬ 
tered 501(c)3 non-profit organiza¬ 
tion that provides services to 
senior citizens in Wayne County. 
Using donations and fees from 


municipalities, they leverage addi¬ 
tional federal and state funds in 
the form of grants that go back to 
organizations that benefit seniors. 
With a budget of $10 million, the 
Senior Alliance provides critical, 
one-time services to seniors such 
as limited health care and nurse 
visits, in-home care, prescriptions 
and meals to each of the 34 com¬ 
munities in Wayne County. They 
also provide Meals on Wheels and 
other contracted services provided 
to Wayne County seniors. 

Traci Sincock, parks and recre¬ 
ation director for Northville, said 
the communities received about 
$20,000 in grant funds in exchange 
for their $1,600 annual dues last 
year. 

“We’ve received our funding for 
the year, already,” she said. “I don’t 
think this will impact those funds.”

solid footing there, but the event 
flopped, according to Keith.

from the education sector, but 
most of their funds are derived 
from the supporters with the most 
available funds—namely the 
horseracing and agricultural 
industries. 

The proposed amendment 
would not eliminate gambling 
within the state, but would 
require approval by voters on 
both the local and state level 
before any “new state Lottery 
games utilizing table games or 
player operated mechanical 
devices” can be added. For 
Martin, this means that the 
expansion of casino-style games 
as well as slot machines, video 
lottery terminals, and other 
mechanical ways of gambling 
would be restricted unless 
approved of by voters. However, 
Gary Peters, commissioner of the 
Michigan Lottery, expressed con¬ 
cern that language of proposal 
was overly broad and could be 
interpreted by the courts to 
impact even the basic electronic 
ticket printer used by the lottery, 
since it will not work unless the 
player fills out a ticket 

It is this disagreement over 
legal definition that has placed 
the issue of school funding in the 
center of the debate. According 
to Greg Bird, director of commu¬ 
nications for the state budget 
office, in the fiscal year that 
ended on Sept 30, 2004, the bud¬ 
get for the state School Aid Fmd 
was $12.4 billion dollars. Of this, 
$644 million, or slightly more 
than 5 percent of the total was 
contributed by the state lottery. 
In 2003, the lottery chipped in 
about 4.7 percent of the School 
Aid Fund. Since Jan. 1, 2004, 
when the amendment would 
retroactively go into effect, the 
state lottery has opened one new 
game, a drawing-based game 
called Fantasy 5. 

For supporters, this elimi¬ 
nates the argument that the 
amendment would be detrimen¬ 
tal to school funding. 

“Proposal 1 does not affect a 
single existing lotto game,” said 
Martin. “The lottery was never 
approved to do casino gambling.” 
Therefore, he said, there should 
be no direct impact on the class¬ 
room. 

However, Peters is not con¬ 
vinced. 

“Our concern with Proposal 1 


is the very broad language,” he 
said. “It depends on how the 
courts interpret it” If the court 
determined the new law impact¬ 
ed the machine that prints the 
tickets, he said that there could 
be a major impact on sales and, 
as a result the amount of money 
the Lottery contributes to the 
schools could be affected 

Eric Lupher, director of local 
affairs for the non-partisan 
Citizens Research Council of 
Michigan, said that reality may 
rest somewhere in the middle. 

“It clearly wasn’t meant to 
impact the lottery,” he said. 
However, he added that the state 
has never previously required a 
referendum on any sort of state 
action. 

The driving force behind the 
push for the amendment stems 
from state legislation that would 
allow racetrack owners to create 
“racinos,” or off-track betting 
parlors. 

“This is about horse-race¬ 
tracks about to open racinos next 
year without giving the people a 
chance to make the decision,” 
said Martin. This expansion, as 
well as the possible creation of 
new casinos, without a vote of 
the people is the group’s primary 
concern, he said. 

However, opponents to the 
amendment question the 
motives of supporters. 

“Voters are being led to 
believe that Proposal 1 will stop 
the expansion of gambling in 
Michigan,” said Rossman- 
McKinney. “All it’s going to do is 
protect those who have been 
expansionists for years.” 

Lupher said that the proposed 
amendment would mark the first 
time that provisions would be 
placed in the state Constitution 
to protect private businesses, 
and that while whether the move 
is positive or negative is subject 
to opinion, it is certainly 
unprecedented. 

As stated in the proposed 
amendment, it would not apply 
to the three Detroit casinos or to 
the casinos run by Native 
Americans. Detroit is excluded 
because voters authorized the 
creation of the casinos in 1996. 
According to Lupher, the Native 
American casinos operate on 
tribal land through compacts 
with the state government that 
are not impacted by such 
changes.

Our elected state and county officials will face an important task in 
the next 2 years: working with dwindling revenues, they must provide 
the same services while trying to jump start the economy. 

It won’t be an easy task, particularly at the county level, where budget 
issues are just as problematic as they are at the local and state level, and 
where communication is not always as good as it should be. 

It’s important to send the right people to office to tackle these issues. 

T\vo political newcomers are seeking to fill the 10th District Wayne 
County Commission seat vacated by Lyn Bankes. They are Laura Cox. 40, 
and David Garrett, 42, both of Livonia Cox is the clear choice here; she 
has a unique background that will prepare her for the role. A former 
U.S. Customs agent and a part-time police academy instructor, she said 
that public safety is high on her radar screea She also wants to empha¬ 
size fiscal accountability as her district, which includes the two 
Northvilles and the two Plymouths, pays out far more in county taxes 
than they receive in services. She carries plenty of endorsements from 
elected officials in the district most notably State Sea Bruce Patterson 
(R-Canton), who knows all too well the difficulties of being in a 
Republican minority on the heavily-Democratic commission 

Most likely, one of the closest races will be in the 11th Wayne County 
District which includes Canton, Sumpter and Van Buren townships, 
along with the cities of Wayne and Belleville. That’s where incumbent 
John Sullivan, of Wayne will square off against Gerry Law, a long-time 
Plymouth resident now living in Canton 

Both are experienced; Law has a long record in the state legislature, 
being term-limited out 4 years ago. He also served on the board of 
trustees in Plymouth Tbwnship and a brief term as supervisor Sullivan 
is seeking his third term on the commission 

We think Sullivan deserves the nod over Law, however He has repre¬ 
sented the rural townships well during his 4 years on the commission 
Most recently, he’s secured major funds for communities like Belleville, 
where $2 million will help preserve Belleville Lake, one of the jewels of 
western Wayne County and in Wayne, where $500,000 will transform one 
of the busiest, most popular parks by adding two soccer fields. It’s true 
that these funds come from a parks millage approved by voters, but 
these are projects that wouldn’t have happened otherwise. We have to 
think that Sullivan’s role as vice-chair of the commission helped make 
them happen 

We also think that Sullivan is more personable than Law, and will be 
able to work more cooperatively with the remainder of the commission 
Therefore, he’ll be able to get more accomplished. 

In the 12th Wayne County District, which includes Westland, Inkster 
and the rest of Livonia, Kay Beard deserves the vote over her opponent, 
Bonnie Patrick of Inkster Beard has served the county well in her long 
tenure on the commission She knows the county well, and the role the 
county commissioner plays in it Even so, she’s not always happy about 
the way her colleagues vote on some issues. She is concerned with pub¬ 
lic safely issues - this year, she voted against the budget for the first time 
in her career, in part because of the plan to reduce the staff in the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s department 

At the state level, the choices are just as important although the 
races themselves may seem pre-decided. 

In the 18th District which includes Westland, incumbent Glenn 
Anderson is seeking this third and final term in the House of 
Representatives. He is opposed by Republican Kip Lipford and Hal 
Dunn of the United State Taxpayer’s party. Anderson will clearly win 
this race, but that doesn’t mean he’s the best person for his job. We’d like 
to see a stronger candidate run for office, after all, Westland is among

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Every day is Veterans’ Day 


I glanced at the agenda for the 
Wayne City Council meeting last 
week and thought: ah, it must be 
getting close to Veteran’s Day. 

It wasn’t the date on the agen¬ 
da that tipped me off, it was one 
of the items on it a request from 
veteran’s groups to talk about the 
peace memorial, which is off 
Wayne Road between the two 
sides of Michigan Avenue. 

Fbr those not familiar with the 
city, this is an issue that comes up 
about three times a year. Once 
near Memorial Day, once near 
Veteran’s Day and during city 
campaign seasons. Since it’s too 
chilly for May and there are no 
city elections this year, Veteran’s 
Day was the likely explanatioa 

Now, before I go any further, I 
want to point out that I have as 
deep a respect for veterans of 
armed services as anyone else, if 
not more so. I’ve talked with 
many veterans, some for stories 
for the paper, some just because, 
and I’ve never met a veteran that 
I didn’t like. Really. The tasks 
they are called upon to perform 
are not always popular with 
everyone and they are never 
easy, and yet they take them on 
willingly. I consider myself a 
patriot with a true love of my 
country, and when I think of the 
sacrifices veterans make, often 
leaving family behind, it truly 
makes me humble. 

That being said, I truly don’t 


understand what is so disgrace¬ 
ful about the Veteran’s Peace 
Memorial in Wayne. And that’s 
how it’s often described, at least 
by the apparently small but vocal 
minority that petitions the coun¬ 
cil on the issue. It’s true that it 
doesn’t have the same visibility 
that it once did; the formerly 
vacant piece of land has been 
developed with a library, a park¬ 
ing garage and now, condomini¬ 
ums. Next, a small pocket park or 
plaza will be constructed nearby, 
on the comer of Wayne Road and 
Michigan Avenue. 

They say they want it to be 
more visible, even moved to a 
place where it will be less crowd¬ 
ed. Jim Netter, who is behind the 
effort, said he will even attempt 
to put it on the ballot next year 

Let’s face it. Moving the 
memorial is not exactly practical. 
There are few places - if any - in 
the city, where it would make a 
better fit Perhaps you can only 
catch a glimpse of it while dri¬ 
ving by on Michigan Avenue or 
Wayne Road, where you’re prob¬ 
ably traveling at least 40 miles an 
hour, but that’s true for any type 
of memorial, anywhere, veter¬ 
an’s, historical or otherwise. 
Look at what this one has: a dedi¬ 
cated plaza, plenty of park bench¬ 
es and a parking garage nearby. 
It’s a place where someone can 
come sit and quietly reflect at 
any time of year, not just during 


ceremonies. 

I think 
that’s an 
important thing to consider. I 
don’t just think about our veter¬ 
ans on the few federal holidays 
set aside for them. Particularly 
now, when their sacrifices are 
reported every day, we shouldn’t 
just salute them or honor their 
memory only when the color 
guard is out and the bands are 
playing. 

I don’t believe the city has 
done anything to disgrace the 
memorial, or devalue the contri¬ 
butions veterans have made to 
our country. They have, even, 
made decisions to make the 
memorial more visible to 
passersby. When it was originally 
planned, the memorial would 
have been constructed further 
east, but city officials decided to 
move it closer to Wayne Road to 
increase its visibility. Somehow, 
you never hear about that, 
though. 

If Netter wants to circulate his 
petitions next year, it’s certainly 
his right to do so. The right to ref¬ 
erendum is an important part of 
our democracy. I might even sign 
it, but not because I believe it’s a 
good idea I’m just curious to see 
if the majority of the people in 
Wayne believe the memorial 
should be moved, or if it should 
stay put I think it’s in the best 
position in town.

In the 20th District, which repre¬ 
sents a small portion of Canton, along 
with the two Plymouths, Northvilles 
and the City of Wayne, incumbent John 
Stewart is seeking a third term against 
political newcomer Marc Corriveau of 
Northville. 

Stewart may have the experience, 
but we think Corriveau would make a 
better representative. He’s intelligent, 
articulate, a practicing attorney and 
most of all - level-headed. He’s got a 
clear grasp of the issues facing the 
economy. He said the top issues - the 
creation and retention of jobs, the fiind- 
ing of education and health care - are 
all related. The cost of health care is 
hurting the business community, which 
is hurting the economy, which is hurt¬ 
ing the schools. We like the big picture 
approach to the problem. 

Both candidates expressed a willing¬ 
ness to work in a bi-partisan manner to 
resolve issues, but we think Corriveau 
has a better chance to do that His even 
temperament will ensure that he will 
get along better with his colleagues in 
the legislature, no matter which party 
they belong to. We have a hunch that he 
would be welcomed in the legislature 
by Republicans and Democrats, alike 

In the 21st District, Phil LaJoy of 
Canton will seek a second term against 
Belleville resident Ralph Mayen LaJoy 
is the clear choice here He has been 
impressive in his first term in the legis¬ 
lature, with four public acts to his cred¬ 
it These were not fluffy issues, either 
LaJoy has already accomplished some 
of what he’s set out to do, including leg¬ 
islation that will give township officials 
a greater say in the speed limits on 
roads in their communities. He’s solved 
other problems, too, clearing up a 
financial issue between the state and 
the Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA) that allowed the DDA 
to keep $1.5 million to benefit the dis¬ 
trict He’s taken a proactive approach 
to consolidating government services, 
and although his plan to consolidate 
human resources departments 
throughout the state into one depart¬ 
ment was ultimately vetoed by Gov. 
Jennifer Granholm, we know he will 
continue to look at ways to cut govern¬ 
ment spending. We wish him Godspeed 
on that LaJoy, above all others on the 
ballot, deserves the right to continue 
his work. 

We’d like to point out, again, that 
these are not personal choices. 
Personal choices are made in the 
booths on Election Day. These are sim¬ 
ply the people our editorial staff feels 
will best serve their respective districts. 
On the Wayne County Commission, we 
think they are Laura Cox for the 10th 
District, John Sullivan for the 11th District 
and Kay Beard for the 12th District 

In the state legislature, the best can¬ 
didates are Marc Corriveau in the 20th 
District and Phil LaJoy in the 21st District 

The polls will open at 7 a.m. on 
Tuesday and close at 8 p.m. It will be a 
busy ballot, with many issues and can¬

THE GRUDGE’ 

offers plenty of 
spooky thrills ■==?

According to The Grudge, there’s a Japanese belief that when 
someone dies in a powerful grip of rage, a curse is left behind. The 
curse is a stain that forever becomes a part of the place where the 
death occurred and it will kill everything it touches. 

That’s the way Detective Nakagawa (Ryo Ishibashi) explains the 
mysterious deaths and the supernatural goings on in a house in 
which Karen (Sarah Michelle Geller) was a caregiver. 

If moviegoers want something scary for Halloween weekend, 
here's is a film for them. There's plenty to not like about The Grudge 
but there's far more to like, especially with Halloween around the cor¬ 
ner. 

The Grudge, a remake of a Japanese thriller much like The Ring a 
few years ago. will keep audiences jumping. Although The Ring has a 
much better storyline, better acting and a better ending, The Grudge is 
just plain creepier, scarier and bloodier. There were plenty of scenes, 
mostly in the beginning, that had me gripping the sticky-with-pop cup 
holder in anticipation and then jumping at the frightening revelations 
that hid around every comer, in every stairwell, behind every sliding 
door, in the attic and the hallway, etc. You get the point. 

The imagery and effects are creepy, even ghastly, and the cam¬ 
era work is fascinating but the startle-effect is a bit overdone toward 
the end, which dispels the anticipation factor. Without that, I realized 
the story just didn’t make sense and there were too many unnec¬ 
essary scenes and too few needed scenes for explanatory purpos¬ 
es. 

I'm not saying it was horrible, but after the first 45 minutes it 
appeared that the director simply wanted to see how many times 
he could make the audience jump while strapping the plot in the 
back seat.

The story is nonlinear, which is a good 
thing because makes you have to pay 
attention through the entire film. 
Unfortunately, if you pay close attention 
you will notice the several faults and inac¬ 
curacies.

Geller’s performance is far from stel¬ 
lar—you’d think the casting director 
would have known after her performance 
in I Know What You Did Last Summer that 
she is far from a scream queen—but she is 
far better than everyone else in the film. 

Beside the weak story plot, acting (all 
overrated for horror flicks anyway), The 
Grudge will definitely be a treat, not a 
trick, for the Halloween weekend.

Move to Nashville brings success for local singer

Mix one part blues with one 
part pop, add a little rhythm and 
blues, top it off with a generous 
helping of southern rock, toss it 
in a blender powered by big gui¬ 
tars, beefy drums and rocket fuel, 
hit puree and watch the sparks 
fly. Garnish the smoothly-blended 
concoction with a dash of gospel 
and you get a fiery-red-clad Terry 
Lee Bolton. 

The Michigan-grown singer, 
songwriter, drummer, guitarist 
and producer grew up in Taylor 
where he started to play music at 
an early age, moved to Canton 
Township in the mid 90s and now 
resides in the at the center of the 
universe for all things country 
and southern rock: Nashville, 
TN, where he’s enjoying a grow¬ 
ing solo career 

He has a new record, 
“American Man” due out early 
next year, which will be followed 
by two DVDs scheduled for later 
nextyear 

Bolton, who classifies his 
music as Motley Crew meets ZZ 
Top with a little southern rock 
thrown in, started rocking out 
when he was just 3 years old. 

At that early age he said he 
constructed homemade drums 
that consisted of bottle caps sand¬ 
wiched between two paper 
plates. 

His father saw this and 
thought he might have a natural 
on his hands. 

“I think my father realized 
that I was onto something and 
bought me my first cardboard 
drum set,” he said. “I had that 
thing tore up in about two weeks. 
After that, he decided to buy me 
a hall drum set It was Christmas 
time and I had just turned 4” 

In fourth grade, the drumming 
phenom decided not to march to 
the beat of his own drum any¬ 
more and wanted to join the sev¬ 
enth-grade junior high school 
band. It was something the 
school said he wouldn’t be able to 
do at such a young age, but he 
tried out anyway. He ended up 
winning first chair by learning a 
complex drum rhythm that none 
of the seventh graders could mas¬ 
ter, he said. 

By the age of 11 he continued 
in the school band and started 
writing on his own. His recogni¬ 
tion as a drummer grew and 16 
and 17-year-old high school kids 
started asking him to jam with 
their bands, he said. FYom there 
he played at high school parties 
and dances with a curfew of 11 
pm. 

“My parents gave me the cur¬ 
few to keep me out of trouble,” he 
said, ‘hut I would get into trouble 
anyway because I never made it 
home by 11.” 

Whether or not he made it by 
curfew, his career continued to 
mature. 

At 14 he formed a band called 
Nija, a name created from a mix

of initials from the name of his 
father’s sign company, Jan Signs 
Inc, located on Cogswell Road 
near Van Born in Wayne. The 
store, along with Jansco Records, 
a record label later created by 
Bolton and his father, were 
named after his mother, Janice, 
who succumbed to cancer about 
10 years ago. 

Nija’s popularity took off. 

“We played every school 
dance at every school in the 
state,” Bolton proclaimed. “We 
did a lot of Kiss covers; we were 
the number-one band on all the 
lists for every town.” 

Nija would also sell out the 
Trenton Theater on Biddle for 
two and three nights at 200-300 
people a show, he said. But after 
high school he wanted a change.

a friend, decided the band name needed 
to change. He wanted something that 
rolled off the tongue and stayed in peo¬ 
ple’s minds, he said. While looking at the 
trashcan in the McDonald’s restaurant he 
decided on Push. 

Bolton had full support from band 
mates and family members, especially his 
father, Jim, who was the manager for both 
bands. 

“He didn’t do the work for me,’’ Bolton 
said. “He made it possible for me to do it 
When I talk about the support my father

has given me, I get a lump in my throat 
He was a great businessman for me. You 
have to be able to make good decisions 
and he did.” 

The Push band quickly grew in popu¬ 
larity and in 1984 pushed out a four-song 
LR Push ‘Til It Hurtz, on his Jansco label. 
Push also hit the road on a 300-date year 
tour in the U.S. and Canada where they 
opened for such rock legends as Joe Perry, 
Aldo Nova, Autograph and Ratt and 
played for no less than 800 people up to 
10,000 per show, he said. 

A year later, when the tour wound 
down, so did the band. Like a cliched VH- 
1 Behind the Music , drug and alcohol prob¬ 
lems dragged Push dowa 

“I tried to straighten the group out to 
do a new record but it didn’t work out,” 
Bolton said. “I don’t think we would have 
lasted more than a couple of years the 
way we were going—we would have been 
burned out So I decided to leave the band 
and work on my own career 

“It’s one of those decisions you have to 
make in life but isn’t too popular Did it 
make me rich? No. Am I accomplishing 
everything that I want to? Yes.” 

After the breakup Bolton concentrated 
on writing but in order to be more 
involved in that process he felt he should 
learn to play the guitar 

And along the way he learned bass gui¬ 
tar, keyboards, harmonica and the man¬ 
dolin. All in all he plays eight instruments, 
which include vocals and producing. 

He took his mix of ‘Detroit rock,’ 
Motown and southern rock on a solo trip 
to local joints like TC.’s Music Emporium 
in Wayne, Center Stage in Canton and the

Wayne defuses Rockets, 31-14, 
to win City Championship

If you keep working hard, good 
things are bound to happea 

That’s what Wayne coach Craig 
Hnatuk has told his football play¬ 
ers all year. And when the City 
Championship was on the line, the 
kids kept battling and walked 
away with a 31-14 victory over 
cross-city rivals the John Glenn 
Rockets. 

‘Tm proud as hell of my team,” 
Hnatuk said. “They could have 
thrown in the towel weeks ago, but 
they came out and fought hard.” 

It was the first time since 1995 
and only the fifth time in 25 years 
that Wayne has won the revered 
City Championship trophy. 

The game didn’t start in 
Wayne’s favor, however. 

The Rockets jumped to an early 
start when quarterback Vinnie 
DeLuca hit Nathan Beard for a 60- 
yard score. The extra point was 


good and Glenn was on the board 
with a 7-0 lead. 

Wayne countered when their 
quarterback Absalom Goode hit 
Dale Dahlberg for a 49-yard touch¬ 
down completion. The extra point 
failed and the Zebras trailed 7-6. 

Glenn rocketed further ahead 
in the second quarter when Reece 
Cox scampered to the end zone. 
He fumbled the ball but Glenn 
recovered it for their second 
touchdown, which gave them a 14- 
6 lead. 

Wayne was still in it as Justin 
Bowie dove into the end zone for a 
score. The Zebras tried for two but 
failed and still trailed 14-12. 

In the final minute of the first 
half, John Glenn moved the ball in 
to the red zone and, on fourth-and- 
three, decided to go for it They 
were penalized five yards on a pro¬ 
cedural call and moved back to 
fourth-and-eight. Glenn Coach 
Todd DeLuca decided to forego 
the field goal and try for the touch¬ 


down. Wayne came up big and 
defended the fade pass in the cor¬ 
ner of the end zone to hold them. 

The Zebras escaped to halftime 
only trailing 14-12. 

“That was the difference in the 
game,” Hnatuk said. “That’s when 
the momentum switched to us.” 

The Zebras came out and 
played a physical second half, he 
said. 

Goode gave the Zebras their 
first lead in the third quarter when 
he ran in a score from five yards 
out. His second touchdown, the 
only score of the third quarter, 
made it a 19-14 game. 

Bowie cushioned the lead, 25- 
14, when he pounded in his second 
score of the night from five yards 
out in the fourth quarter Later, on 
defense, he hit DeLuca hard and 
knocked him out of the game with 
a concussion. At that point, 
DeLuca had completed 14-of- 21 
passes for 257 yards. Beard ended 
with 185 of those yards. 


The backup stepped in and 
threw an interception caught by 
Steve Frost, who returned it 72 
yards for the final Wayne tally, 
which made it a 31-14 City 
Championship victory. 

Goode finished the night with 
104 yards rushing on seven carries 
and was 7-for-13 for 111 yards in 


the air Bowie gained 38 yards on 
12 carries and Dahlberg caught 
three passes for 74 yards. Doug 
Johnson also had an interception. 

“It was a thing of beauty,” 
Hnatuk said of the win. “I’m so 
proud of the guys. We plan on 
doing this an awful lot We’re going 
to turn this program around.”

2 prompts 
controversy

On Nov. 2, Michigan voters will 
decide whether or not to amend 
the Michigan Constitution to 
specify what can be recognized 
as a marriage or similar union 
when they cast their vote on 
Proposal 2. 

This proposal would “amend 
the state constitution to provide 
that the union of one man and 
one woman in marriage shall be 
the only agreement recognized as 
a marriage or similar union for 
any purpose.” 

But opponents of this propos¬ 
al say that voters should under¬ 
stand exactly what is at stake. 

“This proposal does so much 
more than simply ban gay mar¬ 
riage in this state,” said Jeff 
Montgomery, director of the 
Triangle Foundation and a mem¬ 
ber of the Coalition for a Fair 
Michigan. “This proposal will 
also affect the lives of many het¬ 
erosexual couples, as well as the 
children of those couples.” 

Proposal 2 would ban any 
form of civil union or domestic 
partnership in Michigan, he said. 
In doing so, healthcare, retire¬ 
ment and prescription benefits 
would also be taken away from 
families who are not legally mar¬ 
ried by the state 

This does not just include gay 
couples, said Montgomery. 

“Heterosexual couples who 
have civil unions would no 
longer be recognized by the state 
if Proposal 2 passes,” said 
Montgomery. “Any unmarried 
couple in this state would lose 
benefits of their partner. This is 
not just a gay issue.” 

Michigan already has a ban on 
gay marriage that was enacted in 
1996 under the Defense of 
Marriage Act, but Proposal 2 
would write the language into the 
State Constitutioa 

Kristina Hemphill, a member 
of Citizens for the Protection of 
Marriage (CPM), said that the 
opponents of this proposal have 
it all wrong 

“This proposal is not about 
benefits, it is simply only the fact 
that we believe that marriage is 
between one man and one 
woman,” said Hemphill. 

Hemphill said that CPM wants 
to amend the State Constitution 
so that judges and politicians will 
not be able to come in an inter¬ 
pret the law the way they see fit 

Hemphill said Montgomery’s 
claim that this proposal would 
take away benefits that exist due 
to civil unions and domestic part¬ 
nerships is not true. 

“All of the benefits that the 
other side is talking about are 
already covered by private con¬ 
tract law,” said Hemphill. “It is 
all speculation that the passage 
of Proposal 2 would take away 
those types of benefits. We simply 
want the definition of marriage 
to be finalized once and for all.”
